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PREFACE OF THE EDITOR, 



On the fifth 4ay of August, 1824, a rather 
genteel looking stranger arriyed at the Mansion 
Hotel in the city of Washington, where he in- 
quired for a retired room, and expressed ' his 
intention of staying some tin^e* He was dressed 
in a blue frock, striped vest, and gray panta- 
loons ; was about five feet ten, as is supposed, 
an,d had a nose like a potato.

for the English Navy. With respect to hie 
object in gmng to New-Orleans, we have some 
saspiciott that it might baTc been a part of hia 
missk>n to account for the wonderful disparity 
of loss iff the great battle between the Britis|i 
and the stout hero of New-Orieans. 
The foregoiag contains all the partieulaffa 
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we haTe been able to obtain in elucidation of 
the following woik. We cannot, howeTer, 
refrain from expressing our earnest hopes, 
that tbedouhts of his friends, and the fears of 
hiBconntcy in regard to the fate of this nnfor* 
Innate gentlemaa, may be speedily resaoTed 
by lii» jre-appearing and elaimiog this work, to 
the credit and profits of which he is entirely 
wdeoaie.

I also fully beliered that the 
people w^re a behdlkig^ ^^gi^g, drinks 
ing, spittings impious race^ without <eitfae# 
morab^' literature, Teligioo, or refmement ; 
and that the turbulent spkit of dem^MfaejIr 
was altogether ineompatibte with anvstaiHd 
of society beeoiuitig a civilized nation; 
Being tbu/s ^ronvinced that their shuatioh 
was^ for the present^ deplorable^ and in 
the future entirely hopeless^ unless they 
presently relieved themselves from the 
cumbrous load of liberty under which 
they groaned^ I fell into a sort of compas*

Aerad^ioe of cset'taio mercbants at Liver- 
pool j' to embark in one of tbe line of 
Ametican p^ckets^ and took passage on 
bo4Pd tbe Britisb btig Wellington^ for 
Bctoton> as my business was principally in 
NewrOrlieaBS^ and I wished to arrive at 
ibe nearest port. - I did not like to go 
directly for New-Orleans^ hmng^ appre* 
bensiveof the yellow fever^ which raig^s 
there all the year rounds with such viru- 
lence that tbe people all die off there 
regularly onoe in two years. ^ Our piuisage

freedom with which they chatted aboM 
their pritate afikirs^ and joked each other 
before me^ a perfect stranger; it dis^ 
played a want of— tact — a fainiUaritff«io 
different from the conduct of people in 
similar circumstances in London^ thai I 
retired to my' room in disgust. X after- 
waiils learned that the naval officer threi^ 
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j«^4y,y} in«|ifier#j ^jf.he-wfcfti pleased t0 

'%wl' r^l^r^d to ^rec^/ and feiind my bed 
toJ^r^le^ten^^h^ htit the Amer iean gomt 
fi)a,tbei;$ 9fie^hy il4 liieaQs as soft as thoKe of 
LpQdojiw Iptba raorRirigl went down to 
breakf8^8t^4etemHned to keep these forward 
gritty at a d^tance. But it did not ap^ 
pear to be J[iecessary> as none of these rude 
boor«. took. the least notice of me^-and if I 
wanted :aoythmg^ I wasi obliged to call 
the waitei; to bring it to me, for no one 
pffioredto hand it/about the table; I was 
exceedingly disgusted at thi& Gothic want 
of politeness^ which, howev^, was nothing 
strange^ considering the Yulgar habits of 
equality which prevail in this republic; 
sol called for a coach^ with an air of 
importance and rode round the city, with 
a view of seeing into the (character ai^ 
habits of the people. - i 

^ Th^ first thing tb^t struck m^ ^ was the 
vast disproportion of negroes, ip: the streets 
and every where else. I may affirm, with 
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|ier£eot vefacHy, that nearly one half ik^ 
^habitants of Bo^on are black. Each of 
these poor creatures has a iirhite man al^ 
\ypys staqding over hiin, with a large dul^, 
^out the thickness of a man's arm, wkb 
which he beats the poor sla?e for hi9 
amusement. I assure you I have seen^ i 
inay say, a thous9^d mstances of this kind 
.of a morning. There is hardly a slavehere 
that h;»s not h^ head covered with sears^ 
find bound tip with lt handkerchief; and 
aln^ost every step yon take^ you percetv^^ 
tl^e stains of blood upon the pavement 
which, I am assured by Governor Han^ 
cock hiraself, is tibat of the negroes. I 
have seen a lady of t^ first distinetion 
herp, walking the Mall, aa it is called, 
with a stout black-fellow behind her, and 
pccasionally amusing herself with turning 
round, and sc^atchjng h^s fac.e till it was 
(Covered ^ith b)pod. This MaU is a 
place of about half ap acre, covered with 
dust, with 1^ few rQilien elms, and a puddle 
JD the centre. Even the little children here 
five inil4ft|94 io0 human bktod ahnosbaA 
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JOVH )IULL IN AMftRKML. 9 

sDon as thej ^ce able to yimik ; and (be 
cofiinion aniiHiemeiit of young persons ts to 
stick pins in their Mack attendants^ while 
every boy has a little negro^ of about hii 
own age^ to tortnre for his pastime. 

The blacks here, as 1 was assured by 
his excellency the Garernor, whose name 
is Hancock, have but one meal a day, 
which is principally potatoes, and &re 
little better than the miserable Irish or 
English peasantry at home. The Gover- 
nor told me a story of a man, who tied his 
black servant naked to a stake, in one of 
the neighbouring cane-brakes, near the 
city> which abound with a race of moschc- 
toes that bite through a boot. Here he 
was left ofte night, in the month of Decem- 
ber, which is a spring month in this cli- 
mate, and the next morning was found 
stone dead, without a drop of blood in his 
body. I asked if this brutal tyrant was not 
brought to justice ? The Governor shrug- 
ged up his shoulders and replied, that he 
was now a mentber of Congress ! 
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^Td'an EDglisfamai]^ who is only acous^. 
toftyed td see \vhite men in a state of slavii^j 
tod'Svant, it iff shocking to see black otiM 
id a similar situation. ' My heiart bled^ 
witli sympathy for the wrongs of this in* 
jtored race^ and I could not sufficiently 
iHdmire the philanthropy of the members 
of the holy alliance^ who have lately dis- 
played such a laudable compassion for the 
blacks. • 

Next to the continual recurrence ' of 
diese disgusting exhibitions of crudty^ the 
most common objects seen in the streets of 
Boston^ are drunken men^ women^ and chil^^ 
drcn. I was assured by the mayor Mr. Phil- 
lips^ one of the most charitable and philan-* 
ihropic men in the State of Maine^ that on 
iln average^ every third person was drunk 
every day, by nine o'clock in the morning! 
The women, however, don't get fuddled, 
he tells me, till after they have cleared Ih^ 
bi^eikfast table, and put the room to 
rights, when they set to and make merr^ 
with the young child ren> not one in a 
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JOHN BULL IN Atf£EI<>A. 11 

hundred of whom ev^r see tWe inside of a 
•cbool^ or a church. The consequence? 
of this Qiode of life are^ that the whole of 
the people exbibit a ruddy complexion> 
and. what appears at first sight to be a 
strong muscular figure; but on a closer 
examination the roses will be found to be 
nothing more than what is called grog<- 
blossoms^ and the muscular appearance 
only bloated intemperance. 

Ignorance is the natural result of a 
want of knowledge^ as the Quarterly says. 
Consequently^ where children never go to 
school J it is not probable that learning 
will flourish. Accordingly, nothing can 
equal the. barbarous ignorance of both the 
childnen and grown up^ persons in* this 
republican city. 1 happened to be at the 
house of a judge of one of the courts, and 
was astonished io find, on my giving his 
SOD, a boy of about twelve years old, a 
book to read^ that he could not compre- 
hend a single word! The poor mother, 
who was, I suppose^ a little mortified on 
account of my being a stranger, (they 
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do9't)9aiDd Aese things among tb«aiaely€fl,) 
pitted tbe b^oby on the back, aod fisaured 
me the poor boy waa so baBhful! Moat 
of the justices of the p^aee here^ make their 
mark^ instead of signing their names to 
^arrants^ &c. apd what is dificoll to 
'faeUeye, many bf the clerks in the banks 
canH write their names. I never saw a 
school while in Boston. There is a coU 
lege^ io be sure, but I was assured the 
professors did not quite understandEnglish. 
Tbe Rev. Cotton Mather, one of the most 
enlightened and popular preachers here, 
has written a book called the Magnalia, 
in which he gives a variety of witch stories, 
such as would be laughed at, even among 
the Indians, but which they all believe 
here, as if it were Holy Writ. The work 
is just come out and affords apt illustration 
of the state of the human intellect on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Religion is, if possible, in a worse state 
than literature, manners, or morals. There 
is not a single church in Boston, nor any 
religioiis exercises on Sunday, except in a 
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few sehooUTMfMi by llie roelliodMtfl and 
oAcr fanatics. I am assured it is the 
custom all oter New^^England^ as well as 
in tbe states of Ne^wbqrjportaad PasqucH 
tankj to spend Uie Sabbath likeevery other 
day in tlie week^ except that tfaey put on 
dean clothes^ a thing nerer thought of^ 
even among the most fashionable ladies^ 
except on that occasion. 

Bo^;on is a terrible place for fevers aild 
agu^. Every one of the inhabitants^ 
except the slaves^ is atticted with them in 
the spring and autumn^ as sure as the 
leaves appear in tbe former^ and fall in 
the latter. The consequence is^ that they 
look like so many gbosts^ without flesh 
or bloody and if you go into tbe shops^ yo«( 
may hear the money jingling in the pockets 
of the shop-keepers, by the mere force of 
habit, even if the poor man should hap- 
pen, at that moment/ to be free from the 
ague ; or ^' s^hake/' as they call it. 

Resides this, they have earthquakes and 
umndatiohs, three times a week if not 
Biore. After the earthquake generally 
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comes an inundation^ wliicb destro^^s aU 
the ctop^ for hundfods of miles round, 
and covers the country so^ that the tops of 
trees and chininies jiist appear aboye the 
water. This is succeeded by a fog so 
thicks that taiany persons are lost in tlie- 
streets of Boston^ and . wander about 
several dajs^ without being able to find 
any of the houses. This is the origin of 
the phrase V I guess^'' so universal. in New- 
Englaod ; for these fogs af.e so common, 
that one half the time people are obliged 
to '' guess" at . what they are . about. 
Hence^ too, the half pint of whiskey which 
every man takes in the morning the first 
thing he does after getting up^ is called an 
Wdti-fogmatic. 

These are the principal things I ob- 
served in my morning's ride. At dinner 
thenaval officer took occasion to make him- 
self mast indecently merry> with certain 
sarcasms on the stupid, surly^ self*import«^> 
ance, which some people attempted to pass 
olBT for real dignity and high breeding. The 
rudeness of republicanism^ indeed^ is ob- 
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TimistoidieinbfllBopei^fieiiilobier^er from 
XhetAfst tiiMieiit a mam sett foot in this 
country of beaistljr eqoalitjr. After dioiier 
a i^rsoB who bad been troubling, me with, 
his a|tentioBs, sioce ray arrival^ offered to 
carry -me to the AUieuasupoj a great literary 
institution^ where they read newepapers^ 
and talk politics^ which they mistake for 
literature. I must not forget to observe, 
that nothing can be worse than the taste 
of ihese people^ which is perfectly bar- 
barous^ except their genius^ which is p^ 
feotly barren. Nothing is read here but 
fiewspapers^ almanacks^ dying speeches^ 
ghost stories^ and the like. Their greats 
estslBbolaris Noah Webster^ who compiled 
a spelsng-book, and their greatest poet 
the author of Yankee doodle. The ut- 
most effort of republican genius is to write 
an additional stanza to this famous song^ 
wbhch^ in consequence of these perpetual 
contributions, is^ by this time^ almost as 
long as a certain Persian poem^ which, if 
I recollect rights consisted of one hundred 
and twenty thousand verses. 
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I brought letters to sorac of the princi- 
pal magnificoes here, but did not deliver 
them. I like tbe dinners and old wine 
of these vulgarians^ but really it is paying 
too much for them to be obliged to listen 
to their vulgar hemp^ cotton, tobacco, and 
nankeen speculations, v^itbout being al- 
lowed the privilege of laughing^ or even 
yawning in their stupid faces. Then one 
is obliged to drink wine with madam, be 
civil to her dowdy daughters, who '' guess 
they have no occasion for dancing" — and 
what is the climax of horrors, retire from 
the dinner-table to the drawing-room, to 
hear miss break the sixth commandment 
in the matter of half a dozen ^atas, 
and two dozen of Moore's Melodies. 

By the time I had sojourned a single 
day in the land of promise, I began to 
be mortally ennuy^. I enquired of the 
vratter if there was any thing in the fancy 
way going on. He replied there were 
plenty of fancy stores in Court-street ! — I 
asked if there was likely to be a mob soon, 
as I had heard these republicaos amused 
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^mseWes io that way. He replied^ that 
moba neiper lu^pened in Boston. Any 
executions? No—*' My G— d/' ex- 
claimed I in despair, *' what it dull place !'' 
I deyi>ted tiie erening to packing up^ and 
after supper^ being desirous to make an 
impression on these bumpkin demos^ called 
out loudly to the waiter, in my best 
Corinthian tone — ''Waiter ! — you infernal 
waiter ! '' " Here, sir." '' Waiter, bring 
a boot-jack and pair of slippers/' " Waiter 
— ^you infernal waiter," replied a voice 
which I took for an echo. "Here, sir,'* 
said the waiter. " Waiter, bring me two 
boot-jacks, and two pair of slippers/' 
Onlo^ng round I perceived the echo 
was my old enemy, the naval officer. 
Being determined, however, to take no 
notice of such a low fellow, I again 
called out. — " Waiter, bring a candle into 
my chamber, and a warming pan to warm 
my bed." — " Waiter, bring two candles, 
and two warming-pans, into my chamber. 
I shall sleep in two beds to night," cried 
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echo. I gave him a look of withering 
ctlf^tempt> and walked out of the room^ 
leaving behind me a horse laugh^ which, 
as I judged, proceeded from these illite- 
rate cjclops, JSef^re^t went to bed I 
looked over the fiftj-eighth number of 
tht Quarterly to refresh my memorj.

Beina. determined to bold as little com- 
munication as possible witb tbe turbulent 
spirit of dcimocracy^ the nejKt day^ without 
asking any questions^ I took the stage^ 
crossed a bridge to the north of Boston^ 
which bestrides the Potomac riyer^ and in 
less than half an hour arrived in Chatles- 
ton, the capital of the state of North Ca- 
rdlina^ a city famous for eating ne^oes. 
It is about three miles from Boston. There 
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is a navy-yard at this place which! visited, 
and saw a ship bmlding tfaa'e which is 
four hundred and twenty yards long, and 
as Gapt. Hullj the oomniandant^ assured 
me^ would carry three jmndred long forty- 
two pounders. She is called a seventy- 
four ! llbe captain, who is a tall rough- 
lookinjgman^witAi Mack eyes and immense 
whiskers^ told me in i^oiifideBce^ that the 
only way he could persuade the yankee 
sailors to itond to their pim in his en- 
gagement with the gallant Dacres, was by 
promising them, in case of victory, to roast 
the fat black cook of the Constellation, as 
his ship was called, for supper. Nothing 
vrill make these ^eannibsd republiMtfl fight 
like a temptation of this sort 

Gfaarleston isaboutthe size of jBo8ton,but 
has neither pavements nor sidewalks, andiil- 
temates between mud and4ust, and durt and 
mud. In summer it is «11 dust, in winter all 
mud. Indeed I began to perceive, the mo- 
ment I arrived 4iere, that I bad got amongst a 
different sortof people fVomtfaoseatBoston. 
Tfawe was no one to be seen in the streets 
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^^ n€g9>i9ft aHwk oal$ddfi« tbqr ware boror 
^ith their backs 8tripe4 like a leopaad ut 
ffOf^sefiianefeftlie ffaqnMt appUcatiaaoC 
^ l^h. Ib fMt^ the pf incipal article for 
lata here at the retail shopsj^ is the cow^ 
hi4e» as^ it ia'caUed^ that is^ a hard ax skts^ 
twifiked kk the shape of a whip. Alfliost 
aver^ mao j^da see haa ona of these in hit 
haBd>, aad^a apvr at his heel^ to nake 
people believe be carries the whip for his 
horse. But I was assui^d by the head 
waiter at the city hotels kept by Mr. 
Chester JeiuiiiigSj in CharlestDn, that it 
was for the purpose of beating the slaves; 
Nothing indeed will tempt the whites to, 
ejipert&amselves in this enervating clisiatift 
but the luxury ^^ of licking a fellow^" as 
they call it) and almc»t the first thing I 
noticed in coming into this city^ was a t&ll>.

child> that came in his way« I inquired 
of the driver what these blacks had been 
guilty of. ''Guilty/' replied he^ ''guilty

Dufiiog) 
the deseert^ an unliteky sbve happened -to 
let fall a knifb to which he was helping' 
bis mistress^ who soatebed it up in a great 
passion and gave bim a deep gAsb in the 
face. I dropt nly: knife and fork in abto^ 
nishment^ but nobody else seemed to notice 
this horrible incid^t; 

The next morning I strolled out into 
the fields with a view of seeing the ^stem 
of rural economy practised in the south. 
One of the best managed plantations, I 
was told, was that of his excellency Go- 
vernor Hancock/ whose name is signed to> 
the declaration of independence, said to be 
written by one Jefferson, a player belong- 
ing to the Philadelphia theatre. The go 
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\iBtuor is a hrkk/troublesome little man^ 
about fofty. His platitatton i^ at a place 
calltd . Merrtriiaek^ on the river of that 
imme. I: saw plenty of slaves^ and a 
seatcity of every thing cilse. The pirinci-: 
pal products are rice^ cotton; and.tobacco. 
The fice grows generally upon the high 
groufids:; but the cotton requires to be 
covered with water occasionally. The 
best is called Sea; Island^ because it grows 
upon little islands in the mill ponds^ which 
the people here, accordingtotheir univer- 
sal practice of hvpeirbole; call seas. As 
for the tobacqo^ this filthy and unwhole- 
some weed is found to flourish best in the 
negro grave-yards^ where it is commonly 
raised> and where you may every day 
during the month of January, when it is 
ripe, see the children of the slaves gather- 
ing it from the verygraves of their parents. 
This tobacco is used as food by men, 
women, and children, who eat it as vve do 
sallad. Here I saw the poor negroes 
w;orking bare-headed, and I might •say 
bare backed, in the broiling sun, which 

B 
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Mmetfanes actually sets fire to their woolly 
headfl^ of which I saw several raamples in 
tbe'courseof my travels* Two or three 
heads were already begioiiiog to smoke^ 
and I was told if I staid half an hour 
longer, I might see them in a blase. 
However, having seen enough to convince 
me that the system of farming here viras 
execrable, and finding it getting rather 
cold, I returned home by another route, 
which gave me an opportunity of seeing 
Yale college. 

In reconnoitring about, I fell in with 
one of the professors, to whom, willing to 
see whether the poor man understood 
Latin, I paid my compliments in forma 
pauperis. The professor, after staring at 
me with a most ludicrous expression of 
ignorant wonder, asked me whence I came, 
and upon my answering ^Mastfrom Charles^ 
ton, South^arolina,*' shrugged up hts 
shoulders and replied^ ^Mt was really so 
far off, that he could not undertake to 
direct me,'' although the steeples were full 
in sight ! From this we may judge of the 
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jBtatenf tearnitig and infbnnfttion on this 
side the Pacific. Being determined to 
htrioi these p6or souls^ I filled a box with 
pebbles^ old mortar^ and pieces of brick 
trats^ which I 9ent to the fkcully as a valu* 
able suite of American minerals; where* 
iipbn they unanimonsly bestowed npon 
me the degree of doctor of laws. Hiere 
were some vitrified masses I picked up 
near an old glass-house which caused great 
speculation^ being considered unquestion- 
able volcanic productions. When ques- 
tioned as to their locality^ I sent them on 
a wild goose chase in search of a burning 
mountain. 

Becoming tired of Charleston^ its ne^ 
groes and turkey buzzards^ (which the 
turbulent spirit of democracy has dubbed 
ei^es;) and desirous of getting to New- 
Orleans as early as possible^ I took a Beat 
io the stage for Portsmouth^ New-Hamp- 
shire^ and departed before daylight the 
next morning. When it should have been 
daylight^ the fog was so thidk it was im- 
possible to see the leaders^ and I expressed

I had heard a great deal about the po- 
pulousness of the country in the neigh-

being along the rbad. We heard indeed 
a deal of barking and howling at tio great 
distance^ which the cominunicati?e pas- 
senger assured me vi^as that of various 
kinds of wild beasts^ that abound in these 
parts. He told me thej frequently sur- 
rounded the stage, devoured the horses^ 
and if their hunger was not then satisfied, 
topped off with the driver and passengers.

self with singeing the woolly pate of. a 
little black boy, or terrapin, as they call 
them when nnade into soup. According 
to the prediction of the communicative 
passenger, the driver was nodding again 
on his seat, in less than half an houir after 
starting. I was so provoked that I threat- 
ened to lick him, as the naval officer said 
at Boston. But the communicative pas- 
senger cautioned me against this, assuring 
me the driver was a man of great conse* 
quence — member of congress — judge of 
the court — colonel of militia— justice of 
the peace — deacon of the church-*consta- 
ble and keeper of the county jail withaL 
''So,*' continued the communicative pas- 
senger, ''he can issue a warrant — take you 
in custody-^try you for an assault — clap 
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you » jail— rkeep watch over you vrhea 
tfaew^-^iid finally have you prayed againifc 
by the whole congregation/' " Diablo !" 
exclaimed the little Frenchman in broken 
Englidi; ^^these democrat yankees haYO 
as many ofiGices as their citizen hogs haye 
hind legs/ ' '' Why, how many legs hate 
our citizen hogs, as. you call them. Mon- 
sieur ?,'' replied the communicati?e passw- 
geR ''Why, eight at least,'' said the 
other, '^ or they could neyer furnish the 
OHllions of hams which I see every whiere. 
Diable ! I haye breakfasted upon ham — 
dined upon ham — and supped upop ham, 
eyery day since I arrived in this country. 
Yes, sir, it is certain your pigs must have 
at least eight hams a piecie ;" upon which 
he politely offered me a pinch of snuff, 
which I refused with cold dignity. If I 
know myself, I have no national preju* 
dices; but I do hatje FrenchjEnen. 

Though anxious to gain inforiiiAtion^ I 
cannot condescend to mix with these rank 
republicans, ask questions, and take the 
usual means of gaining it. I wanted to 
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know the reason of such a multiplicity of 
offices being united in one person ; but it 
was enough for me to permit these low- 
Hveii scum of democracy to give me in- 
formation^ without demeaning myself to 
ask for it. Luckily the little Frenchman, 
like all his detestable countrymeny wa» 
fdnd of talking. '' Pray/' said he, '* hdW 
comes it that bis honour the colodel, dea-' 
con, stage-driver, has so many offices ; or, 
as youyankees say, so many irons in the 
fire?

with apple brandy/' So much for the 
spirit of democracy^ thought I. 

The country through which we passed^ 
every where exhibits traces of the lazy, 
raggedy 3^nd dirty genius of democracy; 
who prides himself on his beggary, and 
riots in the want of all those elegancies 
which civilized nations consider essential 
to existence. A few miserable negro huts, 
without roof or windows, and a few half- 
starved, half-naked negroes, dot the sterile 
landscape hejre and there. The only white 
people we saw, were a knot of half-drunken 
savages, assembled about a log hut, shoot- 
ing at a mark. Here we stopped to water 
the horses, and I looked about to see the 
mark at which they were trying their skill. 
"You are curious," said the communica- 
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tivc trayeller> ''to know what thejr are 
shooting at. Look at that little negro*

In order to get rid of the little French- 
man^ with his confounded mahogany face^ 
gold ear-rings, and dimity breeches, who 
seemed inclined to be impertinently jocu- 
lar with my mistaking the way to New 
Orleans, I determined to say nothing, but^ 
defer my journey a day longer.

The waiter further informed me^ in the 
course of my investigations into the kiteheuj 
that the poor serr ants^ who are all blacks 
and slaves in this part of the country^ had 
neither beds nor covering at nighty but all 
piffg^ together in the same ashes^ where 
thej often squabbled and fought all nighty 
eitl^r to get near a little live Goal> or to 
keep each other wsurm by exercise. As to 
food^ one may guess ^ as these vulgar de- 
mocrats say — one may guess what that is^ 
when I state on the information of the 
waiter^ that the week before I came to 
Portsmouth^ in this very kitchen^ a murder 
was committed by one gentleman of colour 
on another^ in consequence of a dispute 
about the property of a bone^ which had 
been picked six days in succession. The 
murderer at last seized the bone^ hit his 
adversary on the temple^ and killed him 
instantly ; after which he buried him in 
the mud of the kitchen^ and sat himself 
quietly down to gnaw his bone. The 
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waiter further stated^ that tliey were al- 
lowed Ho cooking utensils^ and tBat tlhe> 
way they generally baked their breads 
which is altogether of saw-dust, was to 
lie. down at night with their feet to the 
fire, on the soles of which they placed the 
cake. They then go to sleep, and by the 
time the cake begins to burn their feet so 
as to wake thera, it is done. This saw- 
dust bread is their chief food ; but candour 
obliges me to state, that once in a great 
while they are treated to a bit of spoiled 
cod-fish, or tainted pork, which makes 
them almost run mad with ecstacy. De- 
termined to make the most of this meeting 
with such an intelligent fellow, I continued 
to question him concerning the number of 
pots, kettles, stew-pans, &c. in the kitchen 
•^-their state, quality^ and condition— whe- 
theJr they bad any knives and forks allow- 
ed them, and if the latter had threeprongs? 
Whether the little negroes were taught 
their prayers ; and whether the pigs were 
permitted to eat out of the same dish with 
them? Touching the pots and kettles, he 
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assured mc^ upon his honour^ that there 
w^s but one pot^ \yith one^ar^ in the whole 
establishment ; thatthe kettle was^till worse 
off than the pot^ having had no handle 
within tlie meraprj of man ; that the only 
knife they had was half a stump of ablade^ 
without edge or pointy which^ however, 
was rather a lucky circumstance, since, as 
they were alwdjs fighting at meals on ac- 
count of the scarcity prevailing, they would 
do mischief if they had knives; that, as to 
forks, it was the landlady's maxim tl^at 
fingers were, made before knives and forks ; 
that the little people of colour were taught 
nothing but swearing, and that the pigs 
alw^ays breakfasted before them, on ac- 
count of being considered freeholders and 
entitled to vote. 

In this w^ay I gained more insight into 
the nature of the turbulent spirit of demo-, 
cracy, than if I had mixed with half the 
people of the town, and asked as many 
questions as a yankee democrat. Indeed 
I had jread in all our books of travels^.that 
these bundling, gougupg republicans, al-

who demanded money with as little com-' 
punction as a he wolf.

One of tbe first things that disgusts m 
pious man> as all English men^ particular^ 
ly English travellers^ are, is tbe horrible 
profanation of the Sabbath in this towtn 
This contempt of religion arises partly out 
of the turbulent spirit of democracy, and 
partly from the want of a privileged chureb 
establisbmeoti such as has made Great 
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Brltaitt the bulwark of religion in all a|^. 
Tbare is in tbe first place such a natitffld 
aiid indivisible association between a kiiig 
reigning oter bis people by divine rigbt^ 
and divinity itself tbat it is next to impos* 
sible that a true subject should not be a 
true believer. .On tbe contrary^ the pure 
spirit of democracy^ vrhieh rejects the 
divine right of kings^ will naturally resist 
€¥ery other divine rights and thus it bas 
happened that impiety and rebellion Imve 
ever gone hand in hand. Every person versed 
in the history of England must be familiiw 
witli innumerable examples of this triilh. 
Waving a reference to all others^ it is su£Bci- 
ent to recollect tbe total relaxation of reli^ 
gionand morals which prevailed among the 
Pufitans who rebelled against Charles 'tihe 
martyr^ and the brilliant revival of piety 
And the diurcb on die accession of his 
mo« In fact^ it is a maxim with aM pr- 
fUaM^ox writers, tfa^ a piot:^ people will 
always be obedient to tfaek sovercrign> noC 
i^ much because he governs well, as iMh 
i^we he governs by divine right 
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tOMiffir dedioi»tral6.tbeiab9o)uie Beeoiriijr 
^^ lifafttall j^eodoiimd>i eiciUisHrel^pdii* 
]t^A ihuTck t8l»h\isl\ment,\ike ihft(iof 
SogjUiKl. Meoey is uoiverBally hoUi 4(9 
I^'ihe €iMw of \mr; and inasQiuicli fti 
maoey » e^entially necessary to ^aMe llie 
s^remigu to defey(id and His^iiitatn t)it 
rights and interests of tlie goTer»meot^ so 
it is eqiially tpecessary to enable the bishopf 
wd dignitaries of the church to df»fbii4 
the cposcieaces of the people agatvisft thf 
dissenters^ and all other enemies of thil 
ty^urch* It is a pure democratic absurdi- 
ty to wpposc that men will fight for Uieir 
C^mHry from mere patriotic feelings^ or 
that they will preach for nothing. Heqici 
it is essentially necessary^ that both shotuld 
be equally well paid ; for as the promifte 
of the plunder 0!f a city stimulates th» 
soldier to acts qf heroism^ so in Uk^ manner 
!;?ill the pronwse of a good livipg of leo m 
fifteen thoviiaojd sterling a ye^r^ 'equally 
stimulate the digNutary of tfie «iatablis^jd4 
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AsnditoigiittlM«Mdfi|^0rfiutk^ 
moie iMnfttlly. 

Id fact, as the Quarterlj u^ ''the 
w«it of an etUbltsbed cfanrch has nandb 
Ae bulk of the people either mfideb or 
fanatics/' There will neyer be any pure 
teligioD hore until th^ hare an archbithop 
of Armagh with 60,000 acres of g^bot 
and a bishop of Derrj with 150,000. It it 
these and similar noble cstablishmnts m 
Ireland that haye made the people of diat 
country so orthodox, and so devoted to the 
king. 

This mode of stimulating the seal of 
pious dignitaries by wealth and hoaoun, 
is accompanied with other special advao* 
tages. In proportion as th'e hierarchy is 
enriched by the spoils of the people, the 
lutter becoming comparatively poor, aia 
precluded by necessity from indulgtl^[^ a 
vicious extravagance and corrupt enjoy* 
ments. They will practise per force, ab- 
stinence,, economy, sdf denial, and the 
other domestic virtues so essential to the 
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«rdfiure of the la^rer ord^s. Hence it is 
safficieotly obvious that in propoHioii as 
f6ii curtail the superfluities of the com* 
■iMialty by taxes^ tithes^ high rents, and' 
paop rates, you gnaranty to them the prac* 
tiee of almost all tiie cardinal virtues. 
ibg^* In (iroportioD as the people be- 
oetnepeor, they vill necessarily pay less 
flitentioo to the education of their children ; 
and ifesLT no denial, except from radicals, 
demoCTats, and atheists, ^hen I assert^ 
that ooDsiderii^ the M&ehievous bodcl 
now in circulation on the subject of liberty 
and^mnh ivpicAies, the greatest blessing 
thafccould poesibly happen to the lower 
eaigri »imald be Ibe^ 1ms of the dangerous 
imdtf of reading. In no age of the worM 
snsra tibis ^ass of people so devoted to the 
IssMOur of the priests, and the glory of Aeir 
ksBgt^tuid consequently to the interests of 
nJsgiaiL Slid hunan rights, as when a large 
piMionef them could not read, and were 
Mthtut any property th^ could call their 
mtm. ^ I appeal to tfao m^hole birtory ^f 
mankind ton proof ef the maximal that %- 
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liorance and poverty are the two pillars of 
a privileged churchy and the divine right 
of kings. 

It may be urged by radicals^ democrats^ 
and unbelievers^ that the same rule which 
ordains the diminution of certain vices bj 
the absence^ equally ordains their propor- 
tionate increase by the multiplication of 
the means of their gratification. That 
consequently the rich prelates and nobility 
must necessarily become corrupt in pro- 
portion to the increase of tbeir vi^ealth. 
But even admitting this to be true^ the 
people are gainers by the arrangement^ 
since> by this means^ their sins and trans- 
gressions are shifted upon their superiors^ 
vf ho answer the end of a sort of scapcr 
gO'^Zs^ or peace offerings^ under cover of 
vfrhicb the poor entirely escape. It is there- 
fore plain^ that the more rich and wicked 
the privileged few becone^ the more will 
the lower orders be exempt from both. 
Let us hear no more then of the impious 
slang of democracy^ as the Quarterly says^ 
which would persuade poor deluded inQo-* 
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cerice and ignorance that equal rights and 
a general diffusion of knowledge, answer 
any other end than to make people thieves, 
murderers, gougers^ bundlers, unbelievers; 
blasphemers, rowdies, and regulators, and, 
to sum up all in one word, republicans. 

When it is recollected, therefore, that 
the essence of the turbulent spirit of de^ 
mocracy consists equally in the rejection 
of the divine right of the king, and the 
equally divine right of the bishops, and 
deans, and arch-deacons, to their thou- 
sands a year, it will readily be conceded 
that a pure republican cannot possibly 
have any religion. Accordingly, as I be- 
fore observed, the first thing that strikes 
a stniBger who is used to the exemplary 
modes of keeping the sabbath in London and 
all other parts of England,is the total neglect 
ofthat day in all parts of the United States. 
In New- York, indeed, there are plenty of 
churches, but they were all built before 
the miHenium of democracy^ as the Ouar-r 
terly s^ays, and under the pious auspices 
of our established church. The first 
b2 
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thing these hlessed republicans did^ ^hen 
they returned to the city^ on the conclu- 
sion of the peace^ was to break 411 tite 
church windows^ and so they have re* 
niained eyer since. One of them has a 
ring of eight topper kettl^^ instead of 
bells^ which being rdng by the old dei^f 
seston^ gives singular satisfkction to the 
commonalty— I bqgpardon— ^thesoTereign 
people — who asiseAible on Sundays to 
dance to the railsic in front of the church. 
As to going to church to hear divine ser* 
^ite, nobody pretends to such anti*-repnb« 
lican foolery. The shops are all kept 
ope^ on Sundays, so that one can see no 
difference betwecin that and ilny t)thbr day, 
exGispt that the good folks drink twice as 
touch whiskey^ abd piit on their Suddcy 
suits, in whi^h they stagger about with 
infinite digfiity, liHtil finally they geteUXfy 
tumble into tiie gutter, spoil their ^ery, 
imd sleep tbetjasehres sober. Sudi are Hbe 
genuine habits ^f the tilrbulent Ispirit^ 
^teihocracy, as the ^tsavtetly says. Mf 
wcfrtliy1andlocldiis8KH*ed>ntethUtiie AfricM 
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church waa the only one in which there 
was a chance of hearing a sermon^ and. 
that even there, the whole congregatioa 
was sometimes taken up and carried to the 
watch*'hou8e> under pretence that they 
disturbed the neighbourhood with their 
g^oanings, bowlings, and other demon- 
strations of genuine pietj. The Xtvtt 
reason was, however, that these bundling, 
gouging democrats, as the Quarterly calls 
them, have such a bitter hostility to all sorts, 
of religion, that they cannot bear even %he 
poor negroes should sing psalms. How* 
ever, as it is the first duty of a christian tO' 
hide the faults, and draw a veil over the 
transgressions of his fellow-men, I shall 
abstain from any further comments on the 
horrible depravity of republicanism in 
general, and Yankee republicanism in 
particular. I must not omit to mention, 
however, that in this, as well as every 
other town in the United States, there is a 
society for the propagation of unbelief, 
secretly supported by the government, 
most of the principal officers of wh^chare 
c3 
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inembers. ' Their exertions were inveterate 
and unceasing, and they displayed the 
same zeal in making an atheist of a devout 
christian » that vf^e do in the conversion of 
a Jew. Of late these societies have re- 
mitted their labours in consequence of 
there being no more christians to work 
upon. 

The love of dress, glitter > and finery, is 
one of the characteristics of a rude and 
republican people; of course we see it 
displayed here in all its barbarous extra-^ 
yagance. Every thing they can beg, 
borrow, hire, or steal, is put upon tbeir 
backs, and a fine lady somewhat resiembles 
a vessel dressed in the 'colours of all na*' 
ttons. It is impjossible to tell what flag 
she sails under. This finery is for the 
mbstipart hired by the day of the milliners 
and pawnbrokers, and there are dresses 
which can be had at from two shillings to 
a dollar a day. The first young ladies of 
the city, who never know their own minds, 
but alway "guess" at it, as the Quarterly 
gays, principally figure in these* hirtfd 
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dresses; and it is by no means uncommon 
for one of them to be hauled out of the 
city assembly or a fashionable party by a 
pawn-broker, in consequence of having 
kept thfe dress longer than the time speci- 
fied. One might suppose such an acci- 
dent would disturb the harmony of the 
company^ but the other young ladies con* 
tinned to dance iaway without taking any 
notice of the unfortunate Cinderella^ thus 
stript of her finery, or perhaps content 
themselves with guessing what the matter 
maybe. I ought to mention here^ that 
thpugh the young ladies always ''guess/' 
the young gentlemen are commonly given 
to ''reckoning'' upon a thing/ a phrase 
which becomes exceedingly familiar by 
a long habit of running up scores at 
taverns. 

Notwithstanding all the cant and boast- 
ing of these turbulent democrats about 
iJie necessity of education to self-govern- 
ment, the general difiusion of intelligence, 
and all that sort of thing, it is most amaz- 
ing to seethe ignorance of the best-educated 
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people here. A young lady of the firrt 
fashioo, who can read writing, is oon«> 
lidered a phenomenon; while she who hat 
read Lord Byron is held a blue stocking, 
and avoided by all the dandies fiur fear ah# 
diottld puzzle them with her learning* 
Sueh, indeed, is the natural antipathy of 
genuine republicanism to all sorts of Hte-* 
rature jthat the only possible way of teach-* 
ing the little children their a, b« c, is by 
appealing to their inordinate appetitef in 
the shape of gingerbread letters well 
sw^tened with molasses;. The s^ductign 
is irresistible, for no genuine Yankee i^ 
publican can make head against treacle. 
I one night, at a literary party> happened 
to mention some opinion from Lord BaCon 
to a young lady who h^ the reputation of 
being rather blue. ^^ Bacon — Bacon,*' 
replied she briskly^ — ^'O ! I guess we call 
it gammon. But we don't put ' Lord* to 
it, because it's anti^republican.'' I took 
occasion to apprize her, with as little ap* 
pearance of contempt as possible, that 
our Bacon was not gammon, nor ham, but 
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no leis a personage than the present Lord 
Chancellor of England, the sole inventor 
and propounder of human reason, and the 
noble art of philosophy. ^'I guess he 
must have made a power of money by it/' 
said the learned lady. '' Did he get ^patten 
for his invention. We always get pattens 
for any great discoveries in Amerrykey .'* 
Upon this she started up, ran giggling 
over to some of her set, and continued the 
whole evening laughing at me, thus join"* 
ing ill manners to ignorance. But what 
can you expect from a gang of barbariras, 
among whom learning is considered anti- 
republican, as the young lady said ; where, 
to be able to read, is an insuperable ob* 
stacle to promotion, and where the present 
Chancellor of the Exchequer of the Uni- 
ted States, who is considered as one of their 
best scholars, signs his name with a/ac- 
simile, that is, by deputy ? This deputy 
they were obliged to send to England fQr> 
on accouid; of the few persons who could 
write being all engaged in forging ttifs 
s%natures of bank notes. Even theJuNUse 
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of representatives^ where all the wisdom 
d.Dd learning of thie nation assembles, is 
obliged to employ a clerk to read the 
papers, messages, &c.> for the edification 
of the country members^ whose educa- 
tion has been neglected in that respect 

To sum up my remarks on the sub* 
ject of literature here, I may. say with 
perfect truth and impartiality, that the 
education of youth consists in learning 
to dtink whiskey, eat tobacco, love dirt 
and d^bauchery> despise religion, and 
hate kings. An English lady attempted 
to establish a boarding-school Tor young 
ladies a few years ago, but the genius of 
democracy would not submit to her salu- 
tary restrictions. The young ladies first 
pouted, then broke into the kitchen, wher^ 
they devoured all they could find, and 
came very near eating up the black cook^ 
atid finally set fire to the house, and ran 
away by the light of it ; since then> nobody 
bias been hardy enough to set up a school 
for young ladies, except two or three des«> 
perate Frenchmen. These confine tfaera-^ 
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selves to teaching them to dance> which 
being an art congenial to savages^ they 
acquire with considerable docility. They 
sometimes, to be sure, .pummel the poor 
Frenchman black and blue with the heels 
of their shoes ; but candour obliges me to 
«ay, that I never heard of their tearing the 
dancing master in pieces, or eating him 
up alive.

One may truly say, with the Quarterly,* 
''the scum of the earth is. drifted into 
New- York/' notwithstanding what Miss 
Wright and Captain Hall may affirm to 
the contrary, in their flippant farragoes 
and ''prostitute rhapsodies, and of impiety, 
malevolence, and radical trash,'' as the 
Quarterly says. '^Godless reprobates, 
brutal and ferocious tyrants, thieves, 
swindlers, and murderers," as the Quar- 
terly says, "make up the mass of the

without being noticed bj the nightly 
watch^ or the open day of humanity^ to 
roast in the sun^ and be devoured by the 
flies/' as the Quarterly says. Indeed^ I 
can safely^ and from experience^ affirm the 
Quarterly is perfectly justified in asserting 
tiiat^ ^'Insolence of demeanour is mistaken 
for high-minded independence/' No re- 
putable English traveller ever saw man^ 
woman^ or child> blush here^ except a few 
English people^ not yet properly accli- 
mated — ^hat the speeches of lawyers and 
members of congress are all jargon and 
nonsense — ^that the preachers of the gospel 
bellow out their sermons in their shirt 
sleeves — that the judges are, for the most 
part, worse criminals than those they try- 
that dogs are trained to hunt young, ne- 
groes, instead of to point game — that men.

insects ; and that such is the influence of 
the turbulent spirit of democracy^notoaly 
upon the moral and physical qualities of 
the people^ but upon the very elements 
themselyes^ that the one is not less per- 
verted than the other. All this I am 
ready to swear to^ and so is the Quarterly 
Review. Respect for the precept of our 
pure English orthodoxy^ which inculcates 
charity a,nd good will to all men^ prevents 
my indulging any farther upon this topic. 
For the present^ 1 will content myself with 
summing up the characters of these patent 
republicans^ in the words of the Quar- 
ierly. 
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''rFools must not come bere^ for the 
Americans are naturally cold^ jealous^ sus* 
picioufl^ and knavish — without any sense 
of honour. They believe every man a 
rogue until they see the contrary— and 
there is no other way of managing them 
except by bullying. They have nothing 
original ; all that is good or new is done 
by foreigners^ and yet they boast eter- 
nally."* In proof of this I may add> 
that they claim every thing, and have even 
attempted^ as I before observed^ to rob 
poor Dr. Watts of the credit of having 
invented the steam-boat. I have little 
doubt but they will lay claim to his psalm 
book before lottg. There is every day 
some invention trumped up here^ which 
has been exploded and forgotten in Eng* 
land^ and for which a patent is procured 
without any difficulty. It is only to swear 
to its originalityj and that is a ceremony, 
.which no genuine republican will hesitate 
a moment in going through. This city is

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full of foreigners ( but what can possibly 
induce them to come here^ I camiot con- 
ceive. I have not met with a single Eng<* 
lisbiiian that was not grumbling at his 
situation^ and discontented with every 
thing around bim. The inns are filthy — 
the bearding houses not fit to live in — the 
waiters negligent and saucy— ^the wines 
poison-*-and the cooking execrable. Yet 
they remain here with an unwarrantable 
pertinacity^ in spite not only of the Quar- 
terly, but of the bitter lessons of experi- 
ence th^ receive every hour. 

One morning as I was walking up Ghes* 
nut^reet^ the principal promenade in New" 
York, I saw a poor drunken fellow wal- 
lowing.inthe gutter^ and talking to himself 
about Old England. This circumstance^ 
together with his dialect^ which partook 
somewhat of the Yorkshire purity^ excited 
my curiosity and commiseration, I helped 
bim upj conducted him to my lodgings^ 
and put him to bed to sleep himself sober. 
After wakings and refreshing himself with 
a dozen stewed oysters^ I inquired his his- 
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Mry. Hift talo so happily illustrates the 
eMomoa fiite of English emigrants^ to thia 
El Dorado^ (as the Quarterly calls it^) 
that I shall give it in his own words^ at 
near as possible. The poor man could 
nether read nor write^ and had been^ as 
will be perceiTed^ the dupe of those inle» 
rested speculators and agents of this g^- 
▼M'nnient^ who write books to deceive the 
ignorant and unwary English. 

^^I was very comfortably situated in 
Old Eaglandj the land of liberty^ Feligion^ 
and roast beefj except that one-fourth of 
my earnings went to the tax-gatherer^ ano- 
ther to the poor rates^ and another to the 
parson and landlord. But stilh as I said 
before^ I was happy and contented ; when 
I happened to read Mr. Birkbeck's ^'radi- 
cal trashy"' as the Quarterly says^ which 
turned my head^ and put me quite out of 
conceit with the blessings of English roast 
beef and English liberty. Just about this 
time^ the man came rounds to tax my house^ 
my land^ my horses^ oxen^ cattle^ servants^ 
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windov?s> and a dozen or two more small 
Hiatters. A little while after the parson 
sent for his tilhes> the landlord for his rerit^ 
and the overseers of the poor for the poor 
rates. All these coming just upon the 
hack of Mr. Bjrkbeck's mischievous bdok^ 
put me quite out of patience^ so I made 
up my mind to emigrate to Ainerica. 
' '' I dold oflp all that I had^ turned it in« 
to English guineas, and went down to 
Jiiyj^rpool;, wher^ I took passage. Sup- 
posing I should have no use for m<Miey in 
the Sto^tes^ after paying my passage, I spent 
the rest in treating my fellow passengers at 
(be tavern, and set sail with empty pockets,, 
yet full of spirits. The Captain was & 
fiiU-blooded Yankee democrat, and the 
greatest little tyrant in the world. He held 
that it was much better to steal than to 
labour,* and by way of illustrating his 
theory, robbed me of twenty guineas on 
the passage. On my remonstrating with 
bim, he told me that it was the universal

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cintom of his country^ and I might make 
irup on my arrival in New- York by rob- 
bing the first man I met with. 

''Our passage was long, and as the" 
Captain bad not laid in half proTisionS 
enotigh^ we were obliged to cast lots^ at 
the end of a fortnight^ who should be 
killed and eaten. The first lot fell upon 
me> but I bribed a poor simple fellow with^ 
a guinea^ to take my place. Our Captain 
insisted upon the privilege of knocking the 
man upon the head» it being one of his 
greatest delights; there was' nottting' he 
preferred to it^ except hunting:little people 
of colour with bloodhounds. . Out of ten 
passengers in the steerage, I was the only 
one that got to New-York alive, the rest 
being all killed and eaten. When I step*> 
ped ashore, I was so hungry, and had got 
such an inveterate habit of eating human 
flesh, that I immediately laid hold of a fat 
fellow^ and bit a piece out of his cheek. 
Unluckily he turned out to be an alderman» 
and I was forthwith taken to the Bride* 
well^ where I made acquaintance with se* 
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TieraJi of the most fashionable people of die 
city, who. generally spend a part of ibeit 
time there. I bad read of this in the 
Quarterly^ but did not believe it till now; 
and when I get home to Old Englan^^ I 
intend to publish it all in a book of tra- 
vels. I shall make a good round sum by 
iX, if I can only get one of the Reviewera 
to write it down for vp^e, and say a gQod 
word ip the way of oriticisnu 

'^ The Bridewell is a pleasant place 
mough. Once a week they have an as- 
sembly ; on Sunday they play at all fours, 
and every day in the week they tipple de* 
lightfully^ in company with the judges of 
the courts the corporation^ and a select 
number of the clergy. For my part^ I 
shpuld not have minded spending the rest 
of ipy days there; but this was too great 
a luxury. So I was turned out at the end 
of a fortnight, to make room for a lady of 
fashion^ who was caught stealing a pig in 
Broadway. From the Bridewell I went 
sauntering down the street, expecting every 
moment some one would call out to me to 
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toflie and do some little job^ and pay me a 
dollar for it. But I might hare sated irf^ 
ielf the trouble^ for not a soul took the least 
notice of me^ until at last an honest ftllow 
tapped me on the shoulder, called me 
icouidryman^ and asked me into a tavern 
to take a swipes. 

^^ Hairing' been somewhat corrupted hy 
the fa^ionable society in Bridewell^ I suf- 
fered myself to be seduced^ and went in 
wtdi him* Here^ while we sat drinking^ 
1 loM hitn my ntuation^ and the dificulty 
I bad in gating employment. He ndsed 
me if I ivias a sober man^ and on my asiur- 
ii^ldm I ncfvor drank any thing stronger 
flmi water, exdiumed^ ' By my soul, Ihto- 
iher, but diat is the i^ry reason. Ncrfiody 
eiwt thinks of employing a sober man hare, 
and if you look for work till doomsday, 
ywi wiH neiter find it, unless you qlialMy 
ytairsdf by semngdouble, by which means 
you^ll get Iwo jobs for one.' I tdld Hm I 
hadsiommey^and if lihad, nothing should 
Aenpt me to drmk. 'O, ho!' cried ire, 
'■ y«u*veTio>WH«n^ to f sy y0isr sfa«»t,iMiTe 
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you?" So he fell upon me^ and gouged 
out both m J ejeg^ besides biting off a good 
part of my nose^ under pretence that I had 
spunged upon him> as he called it; but 
the landlord afterwards assured me^itwas 
only because 1 would not drinks it being 
the custom here to beat people to deaths or 
roast them alive^ if they won't get drunk. 
^^ Finding it was the custom of thecoun* 
try^ and that there was no getting along 
without it^ and that drink I must or starve, 
I took to the bottle^ and soon got employ- 
mentj in sweeping the stress and other 
miscellaneous matters. Agreeably to the 
good old maxims of English prudence^ I 
determined, in my ownmind^ only to drink 
up three-fourths of my wages^ and save the 
rest to buy a farm in the western country, 
where I intended to go and set up for a 
member of congress, when I had qualified 
myself by being able to walk a crack af*- 
ter swallowing half a gallon of whiskey. 
But my prudential resokes w^e of m> 
avail, for the geqtleman sweepers told me 
it w»8 against the law Jo save our wages. 
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On my demurring to tbis^ they took me 
before the judge^ wbo decreed me a beat- 
iog^ besides taking away the money I bad 
saved^ which he laid out in liquor^ and we 
got merry together. i • 

'^Seeio^g there was no use in laying up 
money^ I thought it best to follow the 
custom^ and from that time^ regularly spent 
at night what I earned during the day. I 
led a jolly life of it^ but it was^ like the 
Bridewell^ too good to last for eyer. I 
fell sick owing to the unbealthiness of the 
climate^ where a large portion of the peo^ 
pie die off every year. They carried mt 
to the hospital^ where they would not give 
tm ^ mouthful of liquor; kept me upon 
soup diet^ and cut off my le^ by way of 
experiment^ with a handsaw. How I ever 
got well> and got my leg on again^ I cannot 
tell ; but you will hardly believe it, when 
I assure you, that after keeping me here 
in perfect idleness for six weeks, and curing 
mie, they most inhumanly turned me out 
into the streets to begin the world again ! 
That emigrants to this land of promise. 
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should be obliged to work for a liviag, 
WM too bad^ and I determined not to Bub«- 
ttiit to such an imposition; so I snapt my 
fingers at them^ swore I would see dieni 
hanged firsts and threatened them with the 
vmgeance of the Quarterly. ^ This is a 
pretty free country^ to be sure/ said I, 
^ where a poor emigraat is obliged to work 
for a liyiag/ 

*' Walking in a melancholy mood down 
the street^ I all at once theaght of what 
the captain of the Yankee ship told me 
about its bejflg the universal opinion and 
practice here^ that it was much easi« to 
get a tUig by stealing than working for 
it. This sophistry of the captain corrapt- 
ed Bde on the spot^ and I took the first 
of^ortunity of putting the theory imto 
pffactice by cabbaging a watch out of a 
window^ which hung so invitifigiy that X 
could not resist the temptation. I put it 
into my pocket till 1 got to the cbiircb^ 
where I puUed it out in order to set it by 
the elock. Just at that moraent^a feUow 
with aU the characteristic inscdeoce of de- 
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mocracy, (as the Quarterly says^) laid hold 
of ine and the watch^ and before I could 
muster presence of mind to knock the im- 
pudent rascal down^ carried me to the 
police^ ^here I was examined and com- 
mitted. Instead of enjoying myself in jail 
for a year or two^ according to the custom 
of old England^ before trial, I was brought 
up the very next day^ tried^ sentenced, and 
accommodated for three years in the State 
Prison, before I could say Jack Robinson, 
It was in vain I pleaded the custom of the 
country, appealed to the sacred name of 
liberty, and to the authority of the Yan- 
kee captain. The judge coolly told me 
that the custom of the country only ap- 
plied to the native born citizens, and that 
not being even naturalized^ I deserved more 
exemplary punishment for trespassing up* 
on the peculiar privileges of the free-born 
sons of liberty. ^ By the time you get out 
of prison,' said his honour, ^you will be 
qualified for citizenship, and may then 
steal as many watches as you please/ I 
bowed, thanked his lordship, who, by \b% 
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y^oy, ^either vrove gowa nor wigr-roqlj 
tl)ipk ! and withdrew to go through n^ 
initiation into citi^qnship^ 

'' People may taljk of the S^.te^ Pria,oq, 
but for my part^ if any thing should t^mpt 
me longer to breathe the pure ajr of liberty 
in this land of hog-stealing jpdg^s^* ^,x}|l 
shoe-making magistrates^ it woulii.be tljie, 
hqpe ofspendingthr.ee more such hi^jipy 
years. I had plenty of meat every d^y« 
(which to a hard-working map of the l^^pdr 
of roast beef was enchanting^ if only, oa 
apcount of its novelty,) did not vpprk.half 
so hard as at home, and^as for the.l0s9.0f: 
liberty, to any person who reads the Quajr, 
terly,that must be considered a great blesq-; 
ing. They were obliged to turn iqe out 
neck and heels^ at the end of my delightful 
ceclusion. In revenge I picked the turR- 
key^s pocket, got gloriously fuddled, and. 
was ruminating in, delightful recollections,^ 
of old England, when your lordship founds 
and carried me home with you. By the .

They 
teli:mel shail^heptOTided f6r if I will 
give a' certificate that^it is impossible for* 
ait English emigrant 16 exist in this coun- 
try. For my part; T ata ' not particular, 
attdlaihTeady tosay, or s^ear to any thing, 
to* be revenged on these bloody Yankees, 
who first put a man in jail, and then turn 
him out again, against all the rules of 
liberty and good government/' 

I advised the poor man to go home to 
England, and promised to get him a free 
passage. I also gave him a letter to the 
editor of the Quarterly, requesting him 
to take down his story, and make an ar- 
ticle of it in his next number, for the pur- 
pose of deterring all his deluded caun- 
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trymen from adyenturing to this land of 
bundling, gouging, guessing, and demo- 
cracy. The fate of this poor deluded, 
honest, and industrious emigrant, ought 
to be a warning to all those who sigh 
for the blessings of pure democracy, and 
believe in the impious, radical slang of 
Miss Wright, Captain Hall, Birkbeck, 
and the rest of the polluted, putrid, pes- 
tilent, radical fry, as the Quarterly says* 
The best of these English emigrants are 
actually objij^ed to work for a Jiving, 
and if they are not lucky enough to get 
into the Bridewell or State Prison, more 
than two-thirds of them actually starve 
to death* 
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CHAP. VIII. 

"SEBMINO INCONSISTENCIES AND CONTRADICTIONS tS 
THIS COUNTRY— EXPLANATION OF THESE— PARKp- 
BATTERY— SUNDAY AMUSEMENTS— SPIRIT OF DEMO- 
€RACY— IMPIETY-SPECIMENS OF REPUBLICAN CON- 
VERSATION— THEATRE— AMERICAN PLAY— AMERICAN 
ROSCIUS— KB N— COOKE— COOKE A GREAT FAVOURITB* 
AND WHY— PLAYS AND ACTORS, ALL ENGLISH— LIT- 
TLB FRENCHMAN I— AUTHOR CHANGES HIS LODGINGS 
-ATTEMPT TO ROB AND MURDER HIM BY THE.LITTLB 
FRENCHMAN AND HIS COMPANION— SPIRIT OF DEMO- 
CRACY. 

The more I see of the people of this 
country, the more I am struck with the 
seeming inconsistencies that I every day 
encounter. That they are the greatest 
cowards in existence is clear, from the 
repeated assertions of the Quarterly — 
yet they are continually fighting and 
quarrelling. That they are utterly des- 
titute of every feeling of personal ho- 
nour,* is proved by the same authority;

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never to fight more^ is a coward. Ito 
explain the seeming contradiction to thie 
old niaxim^ that knavery is alwajs sus* 
picioUs of otheirs/it is only necessary fo 
refer to the fact, that people careless of 
tlieir own property, are generally the 
most apt to make free with that of otiiers, 
knd this conslftutes the very essence of 
ihe spirit of democracy, llie peopTe 
1d6h*t rhind being robbed, because they 
can easily reimburse themselves by plun- 
dering their neiglibours of twice tiie 
amount, tntleed sucli is the inveterate 
passion for pilfering, that it is no uncom- 
mon thing for a man to rob hinisellf, that 
he may have ah excuse for making re- 
prisals upon his friends. On one bcca- 
ston I went into a jeweller'^s shop, whicTi 
i found clesierted by every body. After 
staying long enough td iiave filled my 
pockets with jewels, ttie shopman caihe 
in, and glancing his eyes round to see it 
all was safe, seemed very much mortified 
that I had not robbed hin^. I heard him 
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mutter to himself, '' one of your d — — d 
honest Englishmen/' 

It is in this manner that the society of 
\irhich the pure spirit of democracy forms 
the basis is constituted ; and this is what 
is practically meant by equal rights. It 
puzzled me at first how a society so con- 
stituted^ could possibly subsist for any 
length of time. But the wonder is easily 
explained. To be free^ a people must 
be in a state of barbarity — to be in a state 
of barbarity^ is to approach to a state of 
nature— to approach to a state of nature^ 
is to come near it — to come very near 
itji is to be on the verge — and to be on 
the verge, is ten to one to fall in. Hence 
a free people must be in a state of nature, 
where we know all things are in common^ 
and consequently all men thieves. If it 
be urged, that a people in a state of na- 
ture can have no system of laws, I an- 
swer that there is no essential difference 
between a people who have no laws, s^nd 
a people who pay no regard to them. 
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The pure spirit of democracy is nothing 
but a state of nature^ as the Quarterly 
has sufficiently proved ; and the people 
of this country are all bundling, gouging^ 
scalping, guessing,, spittings swearing, 
unbelieving democrats.* 

In my various walks about the city I 
visited the Parfc^ as it is called^ and the 
Battery^ the pride and boast of these 
modest republicans. The Park is situ- 
ated at the intersection of Hudson and 
Duane-streets^ and is very nearly^ or 
quite^ large enough for bleaching a pair 
of sheets and a pillowcase all at once. 
Judging from newspaperpuflfs, you would 
suppose it was an elegant promenade, 
encompassed with iron railing; but I 
may hope to be believed when I assure 
my readers that no one walks there but 
pigs and washerwomen, and that the part 
of the fence which still remains, is no- 
tbing but pine. There is no other Park 
ia the city. — But the Battery! O, you

lieviog. I visited it on Sunday m(i^^ 
aoon^ wben I wa9 told T shoald see it in 
all its glory. I saw what we diould call 
ft wharf jutting out into a sluggish pad« 
dle^ about half a quarter of a mile wide, 
Ivhich they call a bay. On this wharf 
were a few poles struck up^^they had no 
leaves or limbs, but I was assured they 
would grow in time. The plaoe stuHk 
intolerably, but whether owing to the 
stagnant pool, called, iu the republican 
vernacular the bay, or to the filthy ilas^ 
tioess of the people walking there, I 
eaqnot say. Here I saw hundreds, not 
to say thousands of people, strutting, or 
rather staggering, about in dirty finery. 
Some hugging and kissing each other 
with the most nauseating gusto of lust, 
heated by whiskey — others singing in- 
decent and impious songs — but the ma- 
jority of them, in the true spirit of de- 
nocracy, gougii^ and dirking each 
other for amusement. In one comer 
might be seen ^ groap wallowing and 
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rbllin^ Wborit in the tnud ^ike drunken 
swine — in anothet'^ half a dozen poor 
tvretches gouged or dirked^ writhing in 
agony amicl the shouts of the people — 
kttd itt a third, a heaji of miserable vic- 
tims in the last stage of yellow fever. 
Nobody disco viered the least sympathy 
for them, and heretio doubt they perish- 
ed with a burning fever, exposed to a 
broiling sun, with the thermometer at 
110 degrees, the ususil temperature of 
this climate, winter and summer. Here 
they remained io have their eyes stung 
out by moschetdes whilfe living, and to 
be devoured by tiies when dead. I shud- 
dered at the scene, ahd turned to another 
quarter in hbpes of seeing a boxing match, 
or sdme polite, refined exhibition, but in 
vain. Such is the celebrated promenade 
6f the BAttefy ^t New-Y6^k; silcTi the 
Sdhday ahiusetnetit^ 6f enlighteri^d knd 
virtCfotis defaiocracy! Nothing cOiiM 
e4bdithe ^t'o^^ aiid vulgar impiety ^f 
their conversation, of which the fblli^-"* 
ing specimens will furnish examples: 
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No. 1 . — '^ Well, neighbour^ how d'ye 
^ get on?" _ 

" O, by degrees, as lawyers 
go to heqvenl" . 
No. ^. — '' When do you go out of 
town?" , ,

,. Enough pf this. One's blood runs cold 
at such impious profanity. Indeed^ the 
people are, one and all, grossly indelicnte 
and impious in conversation, as the Quar- 
terly says.*

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To vary the scene^ and to obliterate id 
some degree tke painful impressions occa- 
sioned by the groups I have attempted to 
describe^ I strolled into the play^house^ 
which is always open on Sundays^ from 
ten in the morning till any time the next 
morning. But I only got out of the fry- 
ing-pan into the fire^ for such a bear-gar *- 
den never christian man unluckily entered. 
The theatre is nothing more Ihan a barn, 
abandoned by the owner, as not worth be* 
iog rebuilt, with a thatched roof, and stallt 
for a good number of cattle, which are 
now converted into, boxes, for the beau 
monde. The haymow is now the gallery, 
and the rest is all boxes. Shakspeare 
being considered anti-republican, and the 
English dramatists generally unpopular, 
the exhibition consisted of a drama, the 
productionof a first rate republican genius. 
The plot cannot be unravelled by mortal 
man ; but the catastrophe consisted in the 
her-oine of the piece being drank . for by 
some three or four admirers.

It 18 one of the mdst unaiiiwembte 
proofs of that total want of genius, intM^ 
tioa^ and originality^ with which these 
pe^le have beea justly charged, thM 
the pUys represented at this theatrOi and 
throughout the whole of the United 8tate», 
areeatirely of British manufacture. Yten 
it not for Shakspeare, Milton^ NewtWl/ 
Locke, Bacon^ Professor Porsod, aud ft 
f^ more illustrious English dramailO 
writers, the theatres in this country cMdd 
not exist. Shakspeare's Tom and Jorry 
IS played over and over again, night after 
night; and Bacon's Abridgement M ofMii, 
if not ofteoer. Another proof is, that they 
knport all their actors from EnglMd, il 
being a singular fiict, that although thi^ 
pec^le are actually drunk two4birdii of 
the time, such isp their poverty of ifitelteet, 
that they cannot play the character of a 
tippler With any remdte rd^embliince to 
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nature. They seem^ indeed^ destined to 
put all old oiaxims to the route^ and 
among the rest that of ^'Practice makes 
petfett;'' sineenoae ^re so frequently in- 
toxicated, and yet none play the character 
with slo Uitle discrimination. 

While indulging in comparisons con-*

The re- 
puMics of Greece were little better than 
nests of barbarous libertines, as is proved 
by tile licentious freedoms which Terence, 
and ottier comic writers, took with per- 
sons in authority at Athens ; their banit/h^ 
ment of Grotius, and Qth^s, the most il- 
iuirtrious of their citizens. Their whole 
claim 4o learning consisted in being able 
to talk Greek; and as to their excellence 
in the mechanical arts, such as sculpture 
and painting, they are far excelled by the

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manufactories of Birmingham and Shefr 
fields in skilly and bj tbe pot-bakers of 
Staffordshire^ in the art of painting. And 
how can it be otherwise^ since it is moral* 
\y impossible \l should be otherwise in all 
free states. 

The great and universal stimulus to 
excellence of eyery kind^ is a desire to 
please those above us. To the applauses 
of our equals we are indifferent^ and the 
admiration of our inferiors only excites 
our contempt. A conquering general, 
folldwed by thousands of people shouting 
at his heels^ throwing up their caps^ and 
giving way to all the extravagances of 
vulgar enthusiasm^ looks with indifference 
at the crowds and sighs for the glorious 
privilege of b^ing permitted to kneel. at.the 
fbt)t dtool of bis most august and gracious 
sovereign^ and to kiss his hand. What 
is the applause and admiration of a whole 
people compare 4o being made a knight 
companion of Bath^ and called ^x ? 
This noble desire io pldlAse the greats is 
fokinded on the 'c4!mviction^' that th^y alone 
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are wofth fleaBing, because they only 
^ave 4he po^er of rewarding. It is by 
tbeir approbation andinfluMce alone^ tbat 
merit can hope to attain to its reward in 
the pouession of ti^es, the only otgect o£ 
honourable ambition ; and qf wealth, tjbe 
sole means of rational enjoyment. . 
. But where there is no distinction of 
rank, and all men are equal, the universal 
stimulus is wanting. There is nobody to 
please worth pleasing, because there are 
DO kings, or nobility^ whose smile alone 
confers distinction; and there is nothing 
worth tasking our genius to attain, becsuse 
there are neither titles^ ribbons, nor pen« 
sions. Hence arises the lamentable lack 
of illustrious men, in ancient as well as 
in modern republics^ and the deplorable 
contrast they exhibit compared with the 
splendours of Sesostris^ Xerxes, Alaric, 
and prince Esterhazy in his diamond coat. 
It is unnecessary to multiply examples to 
prove that the human mind can never at- 
tain to its highest elevation in a republic, 
and that as the United States never haute. 
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a fraljT greM iii^ii''uiitH tlieh' goTiehiiftetil 
has tifl^s^ pm$ioih,9LndTibhimi toMhcaMW. 
Tbe same causes lie nt fberoot of flhit 
coarseness^ tudeiiess/^and forwardhiess elf 
manner^ for i^hicb these iniixiaculate re- 
publicans (as tjie Quarterly si^s*) are so 
infamously distinguished . All the regu- 
lations of polite life^ and all refinements 
of manners; are the result of imitation/ and 
people never think of imitating their equak^ 
much less their inferiors. Now nothing 
can be clearer than that where all are 
equals as in this immaculate republic^ 
there can be nobody to be imitated^ and 
consequently no refinement of manners^ 
and no judicious perception of what is due 
t6 themselves or to others.

Luckily I '^steped wiitfa only a 
bf0ltea' shin, which fiorttinate^ cireiim-* 
stailte the ratocal iftisiited gave him a le^^ 
gilimate efadm t^ a doitble allowance 6t 
whiskey at Bf^ hadds; . t > ^^ 
.^iVhicetems tHe^^apital of^id KeMuik, 
aajtl^se republican slang- whangerd calf 
iti\sf May of ej^pressihg their i^edtion 
fqi that dirking,^ gofaging, swearhig> 
drih)qng> blasphehious siate.* Itsprin^ 
cipal bo^st is>a<;oliegei in which veading 
andnwdtin^ has lately beeti introduted 
by the Lancaster methbd. - There was a 
fiiririid^ble bppo^ition to the introduction 
df these aristobratic braAches of educa-

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tiotkj but at length the parents of the 
stujdeQts.coiisented on condition that th« 
matt^ should stop here. The legislar. 
tune accordingly passed a law, declarii^ 
a> forfeiture of the charter in case of the: 
introduction of any more of these pestH 
lent novelties. The only books they arift 
permitted toread,are Tom Paine's>vork/»; 
and such is the rigour with which thif 
statute is enforced, that a student wasi 
expelled the very day before my arrival,. 
fiMT only having a bible in hia possesion. 
1% was in vain that be proved himself MSbi 
capable of readings having got only m 
far as "'No man may put off the law -'-rf 
he was made an example for the bene^t 
of republicanism. What became of th6 
offending bible, cannot be certainly saiC 
but it was whispered that the professcnr 
oi divinity, (a sort of sinecure here) ex^ 
changed it with a pious old lady, for a 
starched band which belonged to ber 
deceased husband. 

Having an hour's leisure on my hands, 
I visited the outside of the college; which 
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id a log-hut of about three hundred feet 
hi length, with a thatched roof/ the win- 
dows of which are all broken, it being 
t)ie principal recreation of the students 
to try their skilly by throwing stones at a 
particular pane, and whoever hits it fii^t 
h entitled to be head of his class for the 
day. I did not enter this classic fane^ 
having been told that the penalty of such 
intrusion, on the part of a stranger, is a 
gallon of whiskey, which I did not think 
worth incurring. Somebody pointed out 
to nie the field, where, as these ever-lying, 
ever-boasting republicans say. General 
Washington beat the English and Hes- 
sians most terribly, and took nine hun- 
dred prisoners. — Here I met an old 
British soldier, who assured me that he 
was not only at this, but all the battles 
during the American rebellion, and that 
so far from this being tha fact, it was the 
British that beat General Washington, 
and took nine hundred prisoners of the 
Yankees. He further assured me that 
they never gained a single victory, ia 
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lH>th their wars with England^ and that 
their whole history was a tissue of lies 
from beginning to end. I asked him 
wJhy he did not go to England^ and write, 
a history to that eflfect. '^ It will be re- 
viewted in the Quarjterly, which will swear 
ta all you say; certify that you are an 
l^nestman^ pnd tell the truth."*— and 
finally praise your work, so that you will 
oertainly make your fortune by the sale, 
and perhaps get a pension to boot." 
. " But to tell you the truth, master^ I 
left his majesty*s service without taking 
leave. They might— ryou understand ?" 
*' By no means," said I; ''hundreds of 
deserters have been received and che- 
rished, only for telling the truth of these 
bragging Yankees ! " 
^ At dinner I was very much annoyed 
by young students, vvho gathered round 
and amused themselves with snatching 
things frbm the table, so that in a little 
tiine there was nothing left for me to

As it happened^ 
hdWevet, 1 was sufficie'ntlyTerenged> for 
in the end they fell out about a favourite 
bit^ drew their dirks/ and in less than 
ive minutes^ every soul of them lay dead 
ttjtoh the floor. The uproar brought in 
the landlord^ two or three professors^ and 
A justice of the peace, who, instead of 
interfering, stood by, enjoying the frolic 
a^ they called it, and laughing at every 
successful push. 

The Stage now droVe i^i greatly to 
iky satisfaction^ as t was heartily i^k of 
this classic abode. Such idde^ was 
my haste, that I jumped in without pay- 
ing my t)ill, which the landlord politely 
reminded me of. On making an apology^ 
he replied carelessly^ ^^O^ never mind^ 
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BUj this happens so often with our tt^ 
publican travellers^ that I think nymlf 
well off^ if oi^e in ten pays nue^ and \nta I 
always charge for all the test/' Bf 
ihis time there was a crowd of rag|^ 
students gathered about, mid on its being 
whispered that I was certainly an Eng^ 
lishman^ because I paid my bill^ there 
was a cry of '^Oouge him! gouge himi'* 
which certainly would have been dofiOj 
had not tlie driver charitably whiffed up 
his horses^ and distanced the barbarians^ 
who followed us for half a mile^ sl^ottting 
and hallooing like Indians. 

That the spirit of democracy should 
thus penetrate into the hallpwed recesses 
of learning and science^ is not to be 
wondered at. Liberty is the root of all 
i^vil: since nothing is more certain than 
that if men have not the power to do a 
things the will signifies nothing. Prom 
hence it arises^ that rogues and ruffians 
are chained to prevent the indulgence of 
their bad passions. Nothing is so effec- 
tual in preventing evil^ as taking away 
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the power of doing evil. The more 
free a people are^ according to the Quar- 
terly,* the more wicked they will be, 
because 'the privilege of doing every 
thing not forbidden by the laws, will be 
followed in the natural course of things, 
by the liberty of doing every thing con* 
trary td the laws. These axioms are 
do self-evident that it is unnecessary to 
insist upon them any further. 

After passing through Natchitoches, 
pQSsamaquoddy, Michilimackinac, arid 
other places^ whose appearance is as 
barbarous as their names, we arrived at 
Philadelphia, the capital of the state of 
Moyamensing. As this is considered 
the mo8t orderly, polite, civilized, arid 
literary city of the states, I comforted 
myself with the hope of meeting with a 
different reception from what I had been 
hitherto accustomed to, among these 
immaculate republicans, as thie Quarterly 
say 8^ But, alas! my hopes rested on a

It seems a fellow named Ramsbottom^ 
a man-milliner by trade^ and a genuine 
republican^ had tiken offence at a neigh- 
bour whose name was Hrgginbottom^ be-> 
tause his wife had attempted to cheapen a 
crimped tucker at hisshpp^and afterwards 
reported that he sold things dearer than his 
rival man-milliner^ over the way, whose 
name was Winterbottom, and whose next 
door neighbour was one Oddy. In the 
pure spirit of democracy, Ramsbottom de- 
.termined to dirk not only Higginbottom^ 
but Winterbottom, and Oddy, together 
with their w i ves,and all the H igginbottoms, 
Winterbottoms, Oddys, and little Oddities. 

It was a long time before he could get 

• them all together, so as to make one job 

of it. At length, he collected them all at 
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hh o^n hease^ to keep their Cbmtmai 
ef^, lund determined to execute hra diabo- 
licial purpose* Itappeftrfi), however^ that 
he had changed his mind 'as to dirking^ 
flrotti what followed/ for just as they wers 
Up to their eyes in a Christmas ^pye^ a 
sudden explosion took place^ the house 
blew lip^ and every soul perished^ Rams- 
bottom^ Higginbottom^ Winterbottom^ 
Oddy^ the little Ramsbottoms^ Higgin- 
bottoms^ Winterbottoms^ Oddys> and Od- 
dities« Sueh is the ferocity imd thirst of 
teingeance generated in the hot-bed of 
A^ftttijittfLCj, that this desperado^ Rams«- 
bottom^ Scrupled not like the republican 
Sinnsdn of old^ to pull down destruction 
tipon himself, only for ihe pleasure of 
being revenged on bis enemies.*

Thb city of Philadelphia^ (evBqr tliiiigia 
a eitj here) is a little higgledy^iggledy 
place, with likrdly a decent house ia H^ 
attd whose principal trade cdnsists in the 
exportation of Toughy and Pepper PoL 
It 18 Bituate between two rivers, the l>ela- 
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ware on the West, and the Schuylkill on 
the East; the former is a decent sort of a 
riyer^ but nothing to be compared to the 
Tbames> or the Avon. The streets^ for 
the most part^ are laid out in the shape of 
a ram's horn^ at the little end of which 
commonly reside that class of people who 
have been unfortunate in business. Hence 
the phrase of ''^ coming out at the little end 
of the horn."' There are no public build- 
ings^ nor indeed any thing else worthy of 
a stranger*s notice^ and so I pass them by 
as unworthy of notice. 
' I took lodgings (for I hate your first 
rate hotels) at the sign of the Goose and 
Gridiron, where for the first time since my 
arrival in the states, I tasted sweet bread.* 
I was at a loss to account for this pheno- 
menon, until I found my landlady was an 
English woman. It is a singular fact, no- 
ticed by all travellers in this country, that 
go where you will, the bread is sure to be 
•oiin Whether this is owing to the yeast,

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to the bad taste of these republicans, ortd 
some intrinsic quality in the wheat, I can- 
not say. I am rather inclined to the latter 
opinion, because the grapes in this country^ 
as well as the apples, pieaches, and every 
species of fruit I tasted, are as sour as 
vinegar. There must be some acidity in 
the soil or air, or both, to produce this 
disagreeable singularity. Or perhaps it 
18 owing to the turbulent spirit of demo- 
cracy after all. 

"■ It is hot without some reason that Phi-' 
ladelphia is called the Athens of America^ 
dince, among other advances in civilization, 
the people sometimes wash their hands 
and "faces. This practice was introduced 
about seven years ago, by the marquess of 
Tweedale and his suite. It was at first 
violently opposed as an aristocratic cus* 
tom, unworthy of freemen; but it gradually 
made its way, and there are now few, 
except the radicals and ultra democriEits 
that demur to thepractice. The popular 
opinion is, however, rather against it, and 
it is seldom that a person with clean hands 
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aii4 fftce is elected to any ojlee/ unless iher 
cap demonstrate bis republicanism by: a^ 
red nose, a black' ejCi or some other uoen 
quiyocal mark of his high calling., 

The city has also a nigbtly ^vatob>«. 
peci^liarity I did not observe either at. 
Boston or New-York. Here watchni€» 
are oblig^ to call the hour through tbl» 
nighty aftescellent regulation^as I ^upposed^i 
since this is pretty goodetidence of amaft 
being awake. But the spirit of democraigr^ 
e^nAes oteiy salutary regulUion itseeikis> 
and J was assured by a worthy aldentutai^ 
^ w^^Yt of England^ that these felloifm 
{fym long babit> call the hour as regularly 
sleeping as wakings so that this afforded 
te additional security to the citisiens. 
Thd alderman told me that no less than 
diree or four watchmen were robbed at 
thdr posts every night ; and nothing was 
more common than a fellow to be bawling 
oat "all's well/* when somebody was ac- 
tiuilly picking hispockets. The alderman 
itelated a humorous instance. 
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It^i&emB a sturdy ^vratchman^ .wlio hemg 
considei^ecl the best of the gang at a impry 
was always placied aft some respopsibl^ 
po9t^ was JQ bis box nodding, when a ^img 
of a thief took oflf his cap^ and pnt in iti 
plftce a : night-cap^ which he had rtaleU 
from an. old apple, womafn iwho lived ne^t 
U)fe ferry staiis in High-street^ and to whos^ 
liolise be tarried and left the watchnmh-r 
bat.. . Tbe old dame upon discovering ilid 
tb<etft> Wl oirt bright and early, with AH 
i^rittcsbinan's tap. ioa her head for wont qi d 
better^ to lay: her ^omplaiiit bdbte the po^ 
licit/ when 83 luck would ImYBtt^i^ndtii 
theNvigilant child of the riigh^i ^11 nod^ 
ding in his bdx with her cap on. hdaliiad^ 
The Amazon seized her prciperirf, itttd 
cried oiit '^stop thief" with such astontA- 
ing vigour, that she actually awoke the 
watehman^. alUiough people who best knew 
him thought it was impossible. The 
watchman, rubbing, his eye6, and seeing 
the apple woman with his cap on h^r head, 
natui'ally concluded that the cry of '^stop 
thief" applied to her. Upon which ho 
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carried her fortbwitfa to the police^ to 
which the lady followed with great alacri'- 
ty/ supposing she had^ the watchman id 
custody^ When arrived at the police^ 
there was the deuce to pay. The watch* 
man charged the apple woman with steaU 
ing his hat^ and the apple woman charged 
the watchman with stealing her cap— -the 
police officer scratched his head^ and the 
clerk gnawed twa goose quills to the stump. 
But what was most to be admired^ -two 
laii^yers were entirely puzzled to death to 
decide between the two; and to puzzle a 
Philadelphia lawyer^ is proverbially diffi* 
cult In conclusion^ the watchman was 
broke^ as the safest course; but the sove- 
reign people considering him as an op^ 
pressed citizen^ immediately elected him an 
alderman. 

There is a great show^ or rather affecta- 
tion of literature here^ and the good peo- 
ple crow in , their cups a good deal^ on 
account of the oldest periodical paper in 
the states being published here. It is 
called the Port-Folio^ and is really so old 
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(hat it may be justly pronounced quite su- 
perannuated. But I did not find any other 
special indications of a flourishing. state of 
litera^ture. To be sure^ here and there you 
meet ^ith a young lady that can read large 
prints and a young gentleman that can tell 
•a B from a bull's foot^ by the aid of a 
quizzing glass. But there never has been 
an original work produced here of Ame- 
ficap manufacture; and the only transla- 
tion I ever met with^ is that of the almanac 
into High Dutch. They likewise boast 
of one Franklin^ a great hand at flying 
kites^ and one of the first manufacturers 
of lightning rods. I had heard him spoken 
of respectfully at home^ so am willing to 
allow he was clever. But after all^ what 
have these people to boast of on this head? 
Both Washington and Franklin^ and in- 
deed all the respectable sort of men^ who 
.figure in the history of this country^ were 
born under.tbe king's government^ and are 
therefore to all intents and purposes Eng- 
lishmen. Franklin spent a long time in 
Sogland^ and though there is no account 
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of WashiDgtmrey^ baiting been there^ his 
bdug abli to read and ^rite« of wkidi 
there are pratty clear ^roofs^ is a sufficieiit 
presumptionlhrnt he must have been tfaere^ 
or where could he have got his learning? 
At all events^ they lived the best part of 
their lives under the gonial and ^fostering 
mfluence of monarchial institutionft; and 
that all their talents aud virtues originated 
in that circumstlidce^ is proved, firsts by 
their never having done any ^ing worthy 
of admiration^ after the establishment of 
the repobltcan system here; and secondly^ 
by the singular fact that from that time to 
the present^ there has not been a man of 
ordinary talents or acquirements produced 
in the country. Mr. .Cooper and Mr. 
Irving have> it is true^ gained some little 
reputation ; but I am credibly informed 
that the former of these gendemen^ has 
been once or twice in England^ and that 
the latter never wrote English^ until he had 
been, long enough there to forget the jar- 
gon of his own cqnntry. So, alter all> 
thej. furnish no exemption lo injr rule^ 
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wbich I have the happineso tasay is sane- 
tidned by tfa6 Quarterly. Asto Mr. Wahh, 
^ho had the hardihood to tilt with the 
^udirferly/ he I know was a good while 
id England^ and there it was^ beyond doufit^ 
he polished his lance^ and learned all the 
arts of literary warfare* But to put the 
tnatter at rest for ever^ it is utterly impossi- 
ble^ as I have suflSciently proved^ for any 
thing elegant^ or good^ or beautiful^ or 
^eat^ to take root in the polluted sink of 
that earthly paAdemoniuni^ a genuine re- 
public* 
' -Religion; like literature^ is at a low ebb 
bere^ or rather there is neither ebb nor 
floods on account of there being no reli- 
>gion at all , This might be expected from 
the absence of an established churchy with 
^xelusi^e privileges over all denominations 
of sectarians. The 4|uakers are numerous 
^ere^ and it is utterly impossibie there 
should be any pure orthodox .religion 
«wbere4ii€y predominate, since we alLknow 

'^rid«N0.-58,£Dg.Bd, 
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that they preach Toluntiarily^ as the spirit 
moves them^ and without fee or reward. 
Now^ I have already proved^ that a reli- 
gion which costs nothings is good for no^ 
thing. It unquestionably is with religion 
as with every thing else^ the ^ore we pay 
for it> the higher value we set upon the 
purchase^ and the better we are likely to 
become. * On the contrary, a people who 
get their piety gratis, roust, of necessity, 
in a little time, become impious. In proof 
of this, I was told by my landlady, a very 
respectable widow, that there was a society 
in each of the wards of the city, composed 
of the principal quakers and others, to put 
down religion altiigcther, by the simple 
and certain means of not persecuting any 
particular sect, or giving any one exclusive 
privileges. This wicked design, aided by 
the destruction of all the bibles which they 
have brought up and burnt, is likely, my 
landlady assured me, to banish, ^t no dis- 
tant periods every trace of orthodoxy from

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this' crooked, quakedshj and abandooed 
cit^r. Itis.betterto be a bigot without 
religion, ;thaa rdigioud without bigotry. 
Nothing, in short, leads so ineyitably to 
an indiffereiMie to all religion, as the doe^ 
trine of tokrajtion, which makes them all 
equal in the participation of wealth and 
civil rights. Therajpyment of superior 
privileges and immunities on one hand, 
and the deprivation of them on the other, 
generates a salutary opposition between 
the two parties, exceedingly favourable to 
the interests of religion. The party in the 
eiyoyment of these superior immunities 
will endeavour, by superior piety^ to prove 
that it deserves them ; and the party out 
of possession, will strive, by the same 
means^ to prove that though it may. not 
possess, it at least deserves a full share. 
Thus will the worst passions of the piind, 
envy, hatred, and fear, as it were by mira- 
cle, hacmoniously conduce to the preserya* 
tion and increase of the true faith. But 
there is nothing of this in the pure system 
of democracy, and consquently there is no 

L 
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religion but unbelief^ no morals but what 
consists in a total relaxation of moralitj^ 
. and no detty but Satan^ the first republican, 
on record, as the Quarterly says. 

As these immaculate republicans have 
neither religion nor morals, so are they 
entirely destitute of gratitude. It will 
hardly be believed^ but is nevertheless a 
fact, that Mr. Jefferson, the author of 
th^irfamousdeclaration of independence, 
the oracle of republicans, the former 
president of the United States, and after 
Satan, the prince of democrats, the man 
whom the people toast at all their public 
meetings, and pretend to revere next to 
Washington, is, at this moment, an actor 
on the Philadelphia boards for bread ! ♦ 
I saw him myself, or I would not have 
believed it^ bad as I think these misera- 
ble republicans. Yet, with this damn- 
ing fact staring them full in the face, 
they are every day boasting of their gra-

titude to their benefactors^ at the gorge- 
ous feasts given to Greneral La Tayette. 
I hope the Quarterly will touch them up 
on this score in the uext number. Of 
their other surviving presidents^ Mr. 
Madison^ as I am assured^ teaches a 
school in some remote part of Virginia^ 
and Mr. Adams lives in great obscurity 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 
Boston! Thip is a natural consequence 
of abolishing the excellent system of 
pensions and sinecures.

By-and^ 
by^Jt was thought prudent to embody ai 
compimy of militia for protection against 
the Indians ; so they made me a ci^tain 
of militia. In a year or two^ there, was m 
town laid out and a court-house built. 
This introduced two new wants— that of 
a judge and a town trefusurer — so they 
ma.de me a judge^ and a town treasurer. 
The establishment of a town brought with 
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it the want of a newspaper; so a news- 
papa was set np, and I yolunteered as 
editor. 

^' These honours were very gratifying 
to be sure^ but all this time my family was 
increasing both in size and number* I 
bad «ix girls and fiye boys> some of them 
six feet high.

If 
they cannot live in otie place, they try 
another — if they cannot thrive by one 
trade, they turn to another ; and so ring 
the changes until they succeed at last. 
Hence, as a natural consequence, they 
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turn drunkards^ swearers^ dirkers, spitters^ 
bundlert^ gougers^ and blasphemers^ caring 
neither for God nor man^ and finally sink 
into the polluted pool of diabolical demo- 
cracy^ a prey to bitter remorse and con- 
suming recollections.^ 

I am reminded by the familiarity of this 
back-woodman^ of the filthy republican 
practice of shaking hands, which prevails 
in this country. Such is their insolent 
familiarity^ originating doubtless in the 
turbulent spirit of democracy^ that the 
most ragged genius that labours in the 
streets or fields^ will thrust forth his 
brawny pawj to shake hands with the Pre- 
sident himself^ who would be considered 
unworthy of his station if he declined this 
insolent familiarity.

*i^^My cuop of carrots wa« amazing/ , I 
had smji a quaality I did not know vyhat 
to dO'With thero^ for my neighbours had 
aiough of their own, land they were, not 
worth taking tOt market. My cattle, to 
4>cr6ure, having little else, sometimes tried 
^to^eat ihem, but they somehow ,or other, 
dUnft; thrive, ^and besides this, I and my 
.family couUn't live . upon tr^rrots. Xbis 
>wiatei^ therefore, I was again oblige^i to 
inn^ almost every thing I wanted, and th6 
remainder of my guineas all vanished. 
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Net only tfais^ but I was eompelled 
to take up money from tbft old: ^qiim* 
ker to a considerable amoimt^ to tmy 
atook to replace several of my hearses^ 
cows, and sbeep, that died daring' the 
winter ; for scmieliow or other the saecha^ 
fine matter of the carrots did not teem tm 
agree with them. Every time I went to tiie 
qoAer to borrow noo^, he wodU say, 
after letting me have it,— * Ffie&d JTobi^ 
the bsdst better pknl eorn^ and sow wbe#t 
and tye, as wedo^ though they don't con^ 
tain quite so much of the saccharine nat*' 
ler.* My reply usually was — ^Friend 
{TndeitiUi thy money is betiar Umi thy 
idiiiee. I dMnt come all die way from 
Old Enghnd^ to learhf faraalbg o£ jmi 
Yankees.' 

*' But, UlAo^igb I pntin ptaetke xeg«^ 
larly the most approved tn^oda, teomm^ 
mended by Arthur Youngs andottter^gnat 
Ebglisb farmers, and adopted e««f tm^ 
pl-o^ement I saw published bey the @i^;Mdi 
agricultural societies, I as r^ulaily wMt 
befaiudhand every year, and was obiigttd 
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to bofnow mcmey^ every now and dien^ of 
tiiAold^qvaker^ "pvho nereir failed to repeat 
hu adrtcei, MrUeh I always treated in the 
sfloae mamier. Whoever beard of a tho« 
loagfa-'bred £nglidi farmer demeaning 
tiimaelf by intttating these ignorant Yan-* 
kees? 

^^ I had forgot to mention^ among other 
iBrtances of the ob«tiiia«y with which these 
repuliHcBiis adhere to their barfaarouf ikh 
iifmsj that they reasted kW my persuasions 
to adopt the vi^iolesome English custom 
of wearing woollen garments durmg the 
suauner. Th£y stuck to their straw bats 
and linen shirts and browsers^ and laughed 
at my. cordcvoy breeches an4 vi^^Udn 
stockings^ though I {ittoTod to them they 
were much the most healthy and comfort* 
able.' To be sore I used to^ petqike a 
litll&.ifi tbedog'days ; but what of thai? 
I wa0 tresolted notcto naeHfiee. tbeiiqQoar 
»f DM England t^ tlie ignorance of thciB 
cavtr, repubHoans.r TJke old qMiker came 
iasoe one dayi when the themomeler was 
ab^BiBtyj and said ia bis sly way^ ^ Friend 
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Johiii if thee is cold> I will lend tbee my 
great coat> for verily it is a bitter day for 
tbe season/ I took no notice of what he 
8aid> for though I really did feel a little 
uncomfortable^ it would buve been too 
great a triumph to these people^ to see me 
adopting any of their notions. - 4 

''At the end of three years I wciit one 
day. to the old quaJcer to take up sotne 
mor^ money. 'Friend John/ daidrhey 
' 1^^ thou ever read in Sir Humphrey 
Dayy, or any of thine oracles, ?that ' bor* 
iWwin^day is always sooner or later fol- 
lawied by pay-day? Thou hast been 
boFTQ wing for the last three yeafs, wkh-* 
out paying either principal or intense^' 
I cannot' advance tbee any more^ for thy 
farm will scarcely sell for what will pay 
the debt thou already ovrest me/ 'Fhis 
w«s jSL thing that had not struck me' be^ 
fore/ as I bad never read of it e^^v^^ki 
Arthur Young or any other app^dv^ed 
agriculturist; As it was known aiKt>ver 
the neighbourhood that my form} wan 
mortgaged/for its ftill value to the-^fiia^ 
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ker, my credit was now gone^ and^ in 
order to raise money for the supply of 
my increasing wants^ I began to cut 
down the trees^ and sell the timber to 
the wheelwrights and others. 
*'' Hearing of . this, the old quaker 
came to me and said :— ^ Friend John, 
if thou goest on in this way, thy farm will, 
bye-and-bye, be without wood, and will 
not sell for wherewithal to pay my morti 
gi^es. .

thy nelg^bonnc, ancl, abore all> idbfOK

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his special direction, in the view of giving 
a practical illustration of the benefits of 
a system of farming adapted to an old 
country, when applied to a new one. 
But bis proposal was treated with the 
most stupid indifference by the arrogant, 
self-suflScient, bundling, gouging, guess- 
ing, drinking, dirking, spitting, chewing, 
pig-stealing, inpious genius of democra* 
cy, as the Quarterly says.* * * * *
